LDS General Authorities 


deliver strong messages

“Let us be better Latter-day Saints now than we have 
ever been. before,” challenged President Spencer W. 
Kimball Sunday at the end of the 148th Semi-Annual 
conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

His plea for ‘the members of the Church to keep 
God’s commandments, have His spirit and gain exalta- 
tion with him in the Kingdom of God followed strong 
appeals by other General Authorities to church mem- 
bers to not only live the letter of the law, but to live a 
higher law of service to God. 

“We must go forward in courage and great boldness 
to proclaim Jesus Christ as the resurrected Lord and 
the Redeemer of mankind,”’ he declared as he opened 
the conference Saturday. 

Church growing rapidly 

Before the end of the year, the Church will have over 
1,000 stakes, he said, compared to 145 when he became 
an apostle in 1943. But “more remains to be done.” 

The prophet urged members again to grow home gar- 
dens, improve homes and property, keep journals and 
family histories, hold family home evenings, attend the 
temple often, strictly observe the Sabbath, honor their 
parents, make their marriages sacred and full of 
warmth and respect and be generous with their time, 
money and love. 

He warned members of evil influences of the mass 
media. “‘Godlessness seems to reign everywhere,” he 
said. “Satan is unfettered...People are disoriented, not 
knowing what is of value:... The world is almost drown- 
ing in a flood of filth and degradation.” 

“T want to cry out, ‘Hold on! Hold on to what is right 
and true,’”’ he said. Therein i is safety. Don’t let your- 
self be swept away.” 


‘Warning is sounded’ 


““A warning is sounded for us. It behooves us to be 
alert and to listen and flee from evil for our eternal 
lives.””

The BYU Football Kittens shocked Mesa Com- 
munity College Friday, toppling the top ranked junior 
college squad in the nation, 31-22 in BYU Stadium. 

Canadian freshman Greg Peterson presented the 
Thunderbirds a preview of the afternoon’s events as he 
returned the opening kickoff 89 yards for a touchdown. 
Bob Kittell added the extra point giving BYU a 7-0 
jump only 12 seconds into the contest. 

After Mesa tied the game at 7-all, BY U’s Mike Jones 
replaced starting quarterback Steve Duddy in the 
second quarter and powered a potent passing attack, 
completing six of 10 passes for 55 yards and two 
touchdowns. 

One of the two touchdown throws occured as he was 
being tackled, tossing a superb 3-yard rifle pitch to 
freshman Dan Plater in the middle of the end zone. 
Both Jones and Plater played together at the same 
Reno, Nevada high school. 

The Kittens established an effective running attack, 
complementing the aerial game, led by Carl Hansen, 
who rushed 72 yards and a touchdown. 

Mesa trailed at the half, 17-7, despite beating the Kit- 
tens in the statistics. BYU earned only two first downs 
in the first half to Mesa’s 10 and only 57 total offensive 
yards to the Thunderbird’s 131. 

The Kittens took advantage of two second quarter 
interceptions by middle linebacker Marv Allen to give

The Kitten kicking game was strong with Mike 
Mees, last year’s top Wyoming high school player, 
averaging 41 yards on seven punts. Mees boomed a 58 
yarder during the game which sailed over the head of 
the returner. 

The Kittens scored in every quarter, while the BYU 
defense held Mesa scoreless during the two middle 
periods, giving the offense ample time of possession to 
put together their scoring drives.

The columnist said the Vesco affair is just one exam- 
ple of “corruption in American government,” even in 
the Carter administration.

ight month-old Travis is in a coma, permanen- 

tly blind, paralyzed on his left side, and 

severely retarded. Two months ago, he was a 

normal, thriving child. The change occurred 

one afternoon when the babysitter, wearied of his cry- 

ing, locked him in a room, grabbed the infant by his 

shoulders, and shaking him violently, let him drop to 

the floor. His head cracked against a table. The crying 
stopped. 

Andy wets his bed — every night. His daddy doesn’t 

like it. The first few months Andy got only a few bruises 


and kicks on the legs, then a dislocated shoulder. Last 


time; some brutal kicks in the stomach caused internal 


bleeding. His parents didn’t help. He screamed and - 


screamed. What else could a three year-old do? 


Evelyn Ann, age seven, entered emergency bloody, 
black, and blue and swollen. Bruises, scrapes and cuts 
covered every square inch of skin. Her mother, unable 
to bear the child’s constant hyperactivity, picked up a 
board and ‘‘beat the heck out of her.” It worked. 

Scott, only two, has scars: ugly, puckered scars. Bur- 
ned by scalding water poured over his buttocks, hit and 
severely bruised on his legs and upper back, the father 
claimed Scott had been “bad.” 


Four year-old Bobby lay in Intensive Care, a_ 


mutilated mess of ruptured insides. Unrestrained, an 
angry parent savagely stomped on the boy’s soft 
stomach, rupturing his spleen and adrenal glands, in- 
juring the intestines. Sometime later, out of surgery, the 
child regained consciousness once; then slowly closed 
his eyes against all pain. A pitiful, broken form — dead.

Salt Lake County has nearly 1,000 repor- 
ted cases. It estimates a 25 percent increase and August 
statistics show a record-breaking 131 referrals. The 
Provo-Orem area alone checked off 714 referrals a year 
and southern counties show similar reports, with a

combined total of 817. 

Throughout Utah the numbers are adding up. But 
even so, for each referral, for every child helped, there 
are 100 others unreported and untreated. 

Abuse is defined by law as the repeated mistreatment 
or neglect of a child (birth to 18) by the parent(s) or 
guardian(s) resulting in injury or harm. 

It is essentially, says Lynn Jacobson, a Provo Protec- 
tive Services worker, an “‘act of commission, something 
perpetrated against the child. Neglect can damage 
through lack of care, but in abuse, it’s the aggressive act 
that counts.” 


uch aggressive acts extend from simple bruises, 

welts, scratches, cuts and breaks to deficiences 

like malnutrition and dehydration and internal 

disorders like ruptured organs and internal 
bleeding. 

More serious injuries of abdomen and skull, as well 
as severe burns, cause the 12 abusive deaths a year 
reported in Utah. But, says Lavell Reece of the Salt 
lake Division of Family Services, “‘primarily it is 
repeated injuries to the same area, which haven’t had 
time to heal, that result in death.” 

Of the. children abused, 52 percent are male, 48 per- 
cent female and most are under age three. This is 


because an older child is more able to fend for himself,. 


tell on his parents to a neighbor or friend, or simply as a 
part of growing up, become less of a frustration to the 
parents, says Bonnie Denhart, a Davis County social 
worker. The young child, she adds, especially from age 
one to two, “is an absolute walking catastrophe.” 


The child abuser can be either or both parents. If 


only one, the other is usually a passive partner to the 
act. Yet regardless of who the abuser is (including all 
social brackets, ages and nationalities) abusing parents 
share some common characteristics. 


he major problem is immaturity, says Don 
Langford, Director of Patient Resources at 
Utah Valley Hospital. “They don’t know how 
to cope.” 
arents are not monsters or insane,” agrees Mrs. 
Denhart. ‘““They’re frustrated, backed into a corner by 
their inability to handle stress situations.” 

It could conceivably happen to anyone. Even good 
parents can reach the end of their rope.

blanket to cover and hide their vulnerability. When the 
child rebels, as most children will, the parent strikes 
back, sometimes crually.” 

Everyone is vulnerable in some way. ‘However, the 
abusing parent perpetrates and strengthens this condi- 
tion by his distrust and fear of other people. 

Because of this, a report by the Utah Division of 
Family Services states, the abusing parent is socially 
isolated. He doesn’t have the support of family and 
friends in raising his children and won’t participate in 
community activities where it is possible he could find 
outside help and assistance. 

At some point, help is necessary, especially for the 
child. But, social workers agree, the parents usually 
refuse to acknowledge there is anything wrong with 
their young, or simply dismiss it as of little import. “I 
get suspicious when their explanation is unusual or 
doesn’t correlate with the injury,” says Mrs. Denhart. 
Further, says Tom Watson of LDS Family Services, 
“Some parents pretend they don’t know how the injury 
occurred.” 


ase studies reveal that abused children often 
have previous wounds not fully healed or in- 
juries left unaided — unset fractures, burns, 


deep cuts, infections. Such was the case with © 


Jon, one month-old, whose mother brought him in with 
severe diaper rash from waist to knees. She hadn’t 
bothered to arrest the problem when it was in the early 
stages. 

Many parents won’t seek medical help until they fear 
the child may die; others avoid questions by hopping 
from hospital to hospital, doctor to doctor, says 
Langford. 

The children themselves give clues, says Jacobson. 
One social worker tells of a three year-old boy beaten 
by his stepfater. Steven was withdrawn, limp and un-- 
responsive and showed a marked fear of adult men. 

In conjunction with this, the U.S. Department of 
Health and Welfare reports that the abused child often 
exhibits behavioral extremes such as being very loving 
or impervious to affections; being aggressive and 
destructive or quiet and withdrawn. There are also

A seven year-old boy may act rebellious or pout, 
while a one year-old will cling to his mother because, 


although he-is abused and fears his parents, he fears “ 


strangers more. And, she adds, ‘‘when I see a child who 
shys away, who is afraid of adults or who clings too 
tightly, I watch very carefully.”’ 


However, it can be the other way around. One 
woman tells of a four year-old girl whose parents dosed 
her several times on downers and LSD to get her out of 
their hair. The child still appeared bright, energetic and 
well-adjusted. 


Sometimes, too, what looks like abuse is really 
legitimate. Linda, three, has been in the hospital six dif- 
ferent times for broken bones: nose, collar, legs, arms, 
ribs. It turned out she has a rare bone disease which 
weakened the bones and made them more susceptible 
to injury from normal childhood play. 


“One of the appalling aspects of this job,” said one 
Salt Lake social worker, “‘is watching the devastating 
effects on the child.” Some children never learn to love 
or trust others, to have a sense of selfworth. Physically, 
they can be permanently deformed or crippled, if not

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killed. As teenagers and adults, they often are involved 
in crime, delinquency and drug and alcohol addiction 
while continuing the cycle of abuse with their own 
children. 


Not only is the child hurt, but society as’ ae The 
burden of welfare, of caring for unproductive citizens, 
lies with the people. 


~ The cycle needs to be broken. And the public can 
help — by reporting suspicious activities to the Divi- 
sion of Family Services or any other state service 
agency. Referrals come in from schools, hospitals, 
private physicians, the police, juvenile courts, relatives, 
friends and neighbors. 


According to Utah law, it is a misdemeanor for 
anyone — citizen or professional — to withold infor- 
mation of abuse. And if the report is made in good 
faith, there is no liability. 


It is a public service, the social workers agree, a step 
in the right direction for parents and children who can 
be helped, can be treated and can lead normal lives. 


A children’s aide, Diane Warren, put it this way: 
“Child abuse is an offense against the innocent. 
Children are fragile; break one and you’ve broken a 
special piece of humanity.”

Other artificial means of sustaining the human body 
include heart pacemakers, aortic valves from animals 
that replace human heart valves and artificial kidney 
machines. 


According to Robert Carson, a Salt Lake City © 


orthopedic surgeon, replacement of hip and knee joints 
are done regularly, with ankle joint replacements done 
less commonly. He said wrist and elbow replacements 
are done rarely “‘but it’s not often that these operations 
are necessary.” 


‘s for hip replacement operations, Dr. Car- 
son said an orthopedic surgeon performed a 
successful one in 1958; “‘since that time 
everybody is doing them — from St. George 
to Pocatello, Idaho.” 

Carson said risks are involved, but the chances are 
less than one percent and 10 days after the operation, 


the. patient can go home. “It’s simply a miracle 


surgery.” 
Some of the artificial hip joints have loosened after a 
period of time, mainly on elderly people,“‘but these 


problems are becoming fewer as the parts become bet- 


ter perfected.” 


Carson said artificial finger joints are placed on peo-

Another method of maintaining the human body by 
artificial means, occurred during the latter part of June 
when nine patients with kidney failure using a 
Wearable Artificial Kidney (WAK) were able to go on 
a four day outing to Lake Powell. 
The WAK was developed at the University of Utah 
by Dr. Stephen Jacobsen’s lab in mechanical engineer- 
ing in collaboration with the Division of Artificial 
Organs, directed by Dr. Willem J: Kolff. : 
The eight-pound unit worn in front of the body and 
held on by belts, replaces the conventional washing 
machine-sized dialysis units used in clinics and homes. 
The regular units are used to cleanse patients’ blood of 
impurities after the kidneys have failed.

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New vistas charted 
in Priesthood meet

Speaking in Saturday’s General Priesthood meeting, 
President Spencer W. Kimball urged the brethern of the 
church to be different than other men in how they treat 
women, to not shed the innocent blood of animals and 
to pray earnestly that missionary work can be taken to 
countries where LDS missionaries are not now allowed. 

“We must be different than other men,” President 
Kimball said, “‘different in the way we look at women 
in society.” 

He called for homes in the church “‘to be filled with 
praise” and said the men of the church should “support 
the sisters of the household in their callings, as they so 
aptly support us.” 

“It is not only wicked to destroy them, it is a shame, 
in my Opinion,” President Kimball said concerning un- 
ecessary shedding of the blood of innocent animals. “I 
do not believe any man should kill any animal unless 
they need it for food.” __ 

President Kimball continued saying when men loose 
their vicious dispositions, the lion and the lamb will lie 
down together. ‘All things have a right to life because 
God gave it to them.” he said. 

Commenting that there seems to be spirit of mis- 
sionary work “brooding over China,” President Kim- 
ball asked all members of the church to invoke the Lord 
to soften the hearts of the leaders of nations where mis- 
sionaries are currently not allowed. 

“I think the Lord could do it without us,” he said, 
“but He wants to know we’re interested too.” 

Speaking without notes, Elder LeGrand Richards 
reminisced about his missionary experiences and 
recalled the love he had for the people of Holland 
where he served his mission. 

Concerning the love that converts often show for the 
missionaries that bring them into the church, he asked 
the fathers, “How would you like someone to love your 
boy?” i 

“One way to make sure your boy goes on a mission is 
to start a missionary fund for him,’ he said. He told of 
one ward in California that gives each boy $15 for his 
missionary fund when he turns 12 years old, and asks 
the parents to match the amount. 

Elder Dean L. Larsen, of the First Quorum of 
Seventy, spoke to the men of the Aaronic Priesthood on 
the importance of having courage to defend the Gospel 
and making the right decisions in life. 

“The nature of the challenges we face in this life are 
not nearly so important as what we choose to do about 
them.” he said. 

President Marion G. Romney, Second Counselor in 
the First Presidency, issued a universal invitation to 
become a disciple of Christ. Quoting frequently from 
the scriptures, President Romney said, “Keeping the 
law of God is the principal thing that all who truly 
become His disciples must learn.” 

In his remarks, President N. Eldon Tanner, First 
Couselor in the First Presidency, instructed church 
leaders about the importance of conducting thorough 
interviews in the church. 

“Remember, you who conduct worthiness interviews 
are representatives of the Lord and you must conduct 
the interviews as the Lord himself would conduct 
them.” “he said.

eternal life — has, in harmony with the universal law of 
nature, the potentiality to reach, in full maturity, the 
high status of his Heavenly Father.” : 


The desire, hope and work of every man should be to 


obtain eternal life for himself and his fellowmen, he 
said. “In comparison to eternal life, all else sinks into 
insignificance.” 


Refrain from evil 


True religion, said Elder Howard W. Hunter, 
Quorum of the Twelve, is not only refraining from evil, 
but deliberately and purposefully doing acts of 
kindness and service to others.” 

“It is knowledge of His (Christ) great love for us that 
gives us the ability to love one another,” said Elder Rex 
D. Pinegar, First Quorum of Seventy. “It is because we 
love the Lord and our neighbor that we are willing to 
go to any length, sacrifice at any price to share the 
message that has brought joy and happiness into our 
lives,” he said of the gospel. ‘“‘The people of the world 
are yearning for a message such as this to believe in.” 

Vaughn J. Featherstone, First Quorum of Seventy, 
used several examples of courageous missionaries in his 
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theme of missionary work. ‘‘Every missionary is a story 
of love and sacrifice,” he said. ““Their great devotion to 
the cause, their love for the Lord and their willingness 
to serve Him, who work for Him will bless their lives 
and their posterity forever.” 

“We must seek out every soul and do jt with the pure 
love of Christ....The Standard of Truth has been erec- 
ted. No unhallowed hand can stop the work from 
progressing ... the truth of God will go forth boldly, 
nobly and independent until it has penetrated every 
continent, visited every clime, swept every country and 
sounded in every ear...” 

Elder S. Dilworth Young, First Quorum of Seventy, 
emphasized obedience to the Ten Commandments. 

“T have come to know that the acts of men, once 
governed by the Ten Commandments and the Sermon 
on the Mount,” are today “‘to a great extent governed 
by the whim of the person committing the act,” Elder 
Young stated. 


“His excuse is that he has to ‘do his own thing.’ And _ 


apparently the commandments are forgotten. But they 
have not been cancelled,” he said. 

‘“‘To make the teaching effective parents must live to 
deserve the honor childern are commanded to give 
them,” Elder Young said. “It is devastating to a child 
to learn that his father does not have integrity.” 


The importance of parents looking after the spiritual 
growth and development of their children was the 
theme of the talk given by Elder M. Russell Ballard, of 
the First Quorum of the Seventy. 

“I stand in awe when I consider the great confidence 
Heavenly Father has placed in you and me when He 
allows us the privilege of being the mortal fathers and 
mothers to His eternal spirit offspring,” he said. 

Speaking out against child abuse, Elder Gordon B. 
Hinckley of the Quorum of the Twelve Apostles said, 
‘No man who is a professed follower of Christ, and no 
man who is a professed member of this Church can 
engage in such practice without offending God and 
repudiating the teachings of His son. 

“Behold your little ones and teach them,” he added. 
“T et us never forget the need to respect these our little 
ones ... Pray with them. Pray for them and bless them ... 
They will need all the strength and all the faith you can 
give them while they are yet near you .... They must lift 
the world, and the only lever they will have is the exam- 
ple of their own lives and powers of persuasion that will 
come of their testimonies and their knowledge. 

“If you are worried about the future, then look today 
at the rearing of your children,” he said. 


Four generation program 


Elder J. Thomas Fyans, First Quorum. of Seventy, 
reviewed the new genealogy name extraction program. 
Under it, he said, each member is required to search 
four generations back. After that their responsibility 
stops. “The Four Generation Program is somewhat like 
serving a full-time mission,” he said. When called as a 
full-time missionary, we concentrate completely on this 
most important divine task. When we complete that 
mission, we don’t lose interest in missionary work. We 
remain interested in missionary work but with a less 
concentrated emphasis...” 

Elder Boyd K. Packer strongly endorsed the Relief 
Society. “‘Relief Society symbolizes the relationship 
between man and woman in the Church,” he said. At- 
tendance at Relief Society, he said, is not optional. ““We 
need women who are organized and women who can 
organize. We need women with executive ability who 
can plan and direct and administer; women who can 
teach, women who can speak out ... We need women 
with the gift of discernment who can view the trends in 
the world and detect those that, however popular, are 
shallow or dangerous. We need women who can discern 
those positions that may not be popular at all, but are 
right.” 

“Relief Society is a rising, not a setting, sun,” he ad- 
ded. It is as essential to women as priesthood meeting is 
to men. 


Elder Marvin J. Ashton, Quorum of the Twelve 
Apostles, listed four prevalent conditions which cause 
men to lose their testimonies. Using the parable of the 
sower he compared aspects within an individual’s life 
that cause him to become inactive to the reasons that 
the seed did not continue to grow strong in the parable. 

One aspect that causes the loss of a testimony is the 
unwillingness to accept the human qualities of our 
leaders. ‘Will we forfeit the harvest because we cannot 
accept direction, revelation, or counsel from someone 
who just lives down the: street, in the ward, or i 
stake?” he said. 

According to Elder Ashton, another reason tl 
causes inactivity and loss of testimony is an 1 
willingness to accept change. 

“If we are unable to accept change, in the language 
the parable of the sower, we are those with no roc 
he said. “Change will not only drive our roots de 
but cause them to grow into new and fertile soil 

“Our Father in heaven knows what we need, 
continued, ““Change can be fearful but change in 
right direction is a growing process.” 
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
